World's

Structures Would Have 


to Be Revamped 


Washington —OP)— If from the 


conversations of Premier Laval of 
France, and President Hoover result 
revision of all war debt settlements, 
one of the most intricate financial 
structures fn international history 
must be dissembled. 


The juggling: of billions of dollars 


by the world's statesmen to the sat- 
isfaction of more than half a dozen 
nations would be involved. 


Chancellor Bruening has already 


been represented In Berlin as ready 
to open the reparations question for 
revision of the Toung plan. 


This is in confornaance with the 


plan of Premier Laval and Presi- 
dent Hoover that after Germany's 
payments, are adjusted on a basis of 
her ability to pay, America would 
view from the same perspective pro- 
posals to cut the debts of her for- 
mer allies. 
From congress, however, has come 


no definite trend of thought yet to 
indicate its eventual attitude toward 
a scaling down of war debts. 


Germany's expected step Is to in- 


volke the clause of the Young plan 
which permits her to reek revision of 
reparations upon proof of her incap- 
acity to pay. 
There is no such provision, howev- 


er, in war debt agreements covering 
$11,000,000 between the United States 
and European nations. Any effort to 
curtail these payments would have 
to be Initiated through diplomatic 
channels. 


The Young plan provides that Ger- 
many, with total payments to make 
of about $9,000,000,000 can. If she 
finds herself unable to meet them, 
declare her situation to the creditor 
governments and the Bank for In- 
ternational Settlements. 


Would Hold Conference 


A committee of experts would then 


convene. It would consist of seven 
members to be appointed by the gov- 
ernors of the Bank of England, the 
Bank of France, the Bank of Italy, 
the Bank of Japan, the National 
Bank of Belgium, and by a Federal 
Reserve bank or some agreed finan- 
cial Institution of the United States, 
and the governor of the 
German 


Reichsbank. 


After 
convening 
the commit- 


tee shall act in a purely consultative 
capacity and Its findings have no ef- 
fect unless accepted by the bank and 
creditor governments. 


Though there is no provision for 


revision in the war debt treaties of 
the United States, there is provision 
for postponement of the payments 
after certain dates, for two years if 
the debtor nation wishes. 


Great Britain, which receives $82,- 


000,000 a year from Germany, and 
pays the United States $159,000,000,

•ome IS years ago assumes new «lg- 
niflcance now. A slender, clean-cut 
youth had just been awarded his di- 
ploma at Monclalr Academy. After 
the exercises one of the professors 
accosted him, then greeted a. -white- 
haired man who placed an arm af- 
fectionately around the youngster's 
shoulders. - 


"What are you going to do BOW?" 


the professor asked. 


"I'm going to try to follow In my 
father's footsteps," proudly declared 
the boy, and the white-haired man 
beamed. 
, The youth -was Theodore . Edison. 
The elderly man -was Thomas A. 
Edison. And that incident, was pro- 
phetic of what has happened from 
that day until the present. 


Like Father, Like Son 


Since the death of the aged inven- 
tor has brought an even fuller reali- 
zation of his genius, the whole world 
naturally asks: "Who, if anybody, 
will take Edison's place?" . 
The answer is Theodore Edison. 


Ever since he was a small boy he 
has worked with bis father Jn the 
laboratory at Menlo Park whenever 
he could leave his studies. His whole 
life has been linked with experimen- 
tation. He has an inventive turn of 
mind: 


Now only 33 years old, some eight 


years younger than the next brother, 
Charles Edison, he nevertheless is 
•well prepared to succeed his father. 
He studied at Massaehuetts Institute 
of Technology, took five years ' of 
postgraduate -work there and in 1924: 
•went to work in the 'Edison labora- 
tories. -• 


Ten years ago when Theodore was 
still in college his father was asked 
a. few questions about his- son. The 
inventor was enthusiastic at once. 
He freely predicted a bright future 
for him, declared he had great cre- 
ative ability and should go far in re- 
search work. 


Theodore ' Edison resembles" his 


father- In many ways. " He ' has the 
same broad forehead, the 
same 


thoughtful expression; As' his' father 
did, 
he often becomes so interested 


In .his work' he forgets everything 
else. They -will tell you at the fac- 
tories that although he often at- 
tends business meetings of the com- 
pany he seems • disinterested and ' if 
asked for an opinion usually replies: 
'Go ahead, anything you do will be 
all right with- me." That la a pe- 
culiarly Edisonian characteristic. For 
Edison, Sr., took little interest in 
business matters. 


So naturally now Charles Edison, 
as' president of ' Edison Industries. 
Inc., will continue . as director of 
business policies while the younger 
Theodore will strive to follow 
the 


lead of his immortal father. Charles, 
too, 
went to M. I. T. but in recent 


years his energies have been direct- 
ed towards solving the commercial 
problems of the concern. 


During the few years since Edi- 
son's health commenced. to. fail Theo- 
dore has been director of research. 
"Working with his father he has play- 
ed a large .part in perfecting several 
inventions. That is what they say at 
the laboratories. 


Await Development 


Dozens of inventions are In the 


experimental stage there now. What 
they are and what their Importance 
may be to the nation and the world 
are questions that no one will try 
to answer now. 


But Theodore will continue ex- 


perimenting as he has done since he 
was a small boy. Only time can de- 
termine whether he will succeed his 
lather in world-wide prestige. 


The old man thought he would. As 


far back as 1912, when "Teddy" was 
14 years old, Edison applauded his 
efforts. The boy then -was experi- 
menting with a floating bomb. 
In 


mixing chemicals he obtained an ex- 
plosive which blew the bomb to bits. 
Dozens of fragments 
ripped his 


clothes and 
some caused 
mlnoh 


wounds. 


Although Mrs. Edison was fright- 


ened, her husband merely chuckled 
when he saw the boy was not In- 
jured seriously. And as a physician 
removed the fragments he told "Ted- 
dy" about the time he, too, got In 
trouble when one of his experiments 
started a fire In a baggage car. 


Edison always declared Theodore 


grasped his ideas very quickly and 
once he remarked: "That boy -will 
tell all I know before I get a chance 
to work it out."

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APPLETON'S BANKS 


Stability 
of Appleton's banking- 


structure arid the confidence of Apple- 
ton people in their banking institu- 
tions was well illustrated by the public 
reaction to acquisition of the Citizens 
National ba'nk assets by the First Na- 
tional bank. Except perhaps for an 
«nlarged curiosity, the transfer occa- 
sioned no more comment than the sale 
'of any other business of similar pro- 
portions. 


This is a healthy situation, reflecting 


a well-earned public confidence .not 
only in the banks themselves but in 
the general business structure of the 
city. In view of the uneasiness and 
unrest prevalent in many parts of the 
country and state at this time it would 
.not have been surprising if some little 
.nervousness had been attached to a 
banking change of stffch importance, 
but there was no preceptible reaction. 
?The people are thoroughly satisfied 
^with the banking situation as it is and 
""business goes on as'usual. 


There will of course be regret at the 


passing'of the Citizens National bank. 
Opening for business early in 1893-, it 
played an important part in the growth 
of Appleton. The bank grew slowly 
and steadily with the community. In 
many respects it was a pioneer in the 
adoption of advanced banking methods 
in this city. Among the first book- 
keeping machines in Appleton was in- 
stalled in the Citizens National bank, 
and it kept abreast with the latest de- 
velopments in banking machinery and 
banking methods. 


The bank owed much of its influ- 


ence during the early days of the pres- 
ent century to the leadership of the 
late John J. Sherman, one of its organ- 
izers and its first cashier. He became 
its president in 1917, succeeding the 
late Lamar Olmstead, and he held that 
office until his death in 1929. 


Many of the men prominent in the 


history of the 
city in the declining 


years of the last century were instru- 
mental in organizing the bank, includ- 
ing such names as the late A. W. Pat- 
ten, Lyman E, Barnes, J. S. Van Nort- 
wick, John M. Baer and G. T. Moeskes. 
Of the first board of directors organ- 
ized, in 1893 only Joseph Rossmeissl 
survives.s 


The First'National bank, by acquir- 


ing the Citizens bank, becomes one of 
the largest banks to be found any- 
where in a city of 26,000 population. It 
too has kept pace with the growth of 
the community and it too has been 
prominent in its development. In the 
course of its long history, starting in 
1870, it has absorbed two banks, first 
the Commercial National in 1919 and 
now the Citizens National. Pursu- 
ing a traditionally conservative but en- 
lightened policy it has served the city 
well, and with these latest develop- 
ments it no doubt will become an even 
more important factor nf the commu- 
nity. 


THE PLACE OF PROFIT 


The action of the federal supreme 


court in the litigation existing between 
the state of Wisconsin and the Buick 


'.„Company settles, advantageously for 


the state, one of the phases of corpor- 
ate action that has arisen because of 
the substantial difference in various 


« states concerning taxes. 
1 
The Buick Company, selling from 


$2,500,000 to nearly $7,000,000 worth of 
automobiles each year from its various 
branches in Wisconsin, made, says 
news dispatches, a contract with its 


1 parent company, General Motors, lim- 


iting it to an annual profit of $2,500. 
Paying income taxes on a profit of $2,- 
500 was not a very bothersome ques- 
tion. 


t 
The Wisconsin Tax Commission de- 


clined to pay attention to this contract 


' and, upon examination of the com- 


pany's books, fixed the actual profit 
\\ hich it believed the company derived 


; from it* lucrative Wisconsin business 


and assessed it a total of nearly $400,- 
000 in taxes up to 1929. 


The federal court has held that such 


a contract for the purpose of transfer- 
ring the income arising from a state to 
some other state where the tax is either 
lower or there is no income tax can- 
not be permitted to accomplish its pur- 
pose. In other words, that this corpor- 
ation in reality made a certain profit 
in Wisconsin and that Wisconsin has 
the inherent right to tax that profit. 


Certainly a holding to the contrary 


would have wrought great injustice to 
the interests of the state. 


If the Buick Company could accom- 


plish such an end by such a means, as 
the Palmolive Company attempted to 
accomplish a similar result although by 
somewhat different means, the entire 
income tax system of a state, insofar as 
corporate incomes were concerned, 
would have toppled, and by the simple 
expedient of creating, at a relatively 
small expense, another corporation in 
another state which had no income tax 
law. 


BAIL AFTER CONVICTION 
There was another occurrence at the 


Capone trial that should not be over- 
looked. 


On the day the defendant was sen- 


tenced his lawyers came to court pre- 
pared to take an immediate appeal and 
ask that Capone be admitted to bail un- 
til the appeal was heard, to put off the 
barred cell as long as possible. 


Judge Wilkerson refused to grant 


bail and the jail doors slammed upon 
the defendant. His attorneys then filed 
a similar request with the appellate 
court. 


In federal and state courts there is 


a great variety of practice in regard to 
a situation of this kind. And in the 
critical examination that must always 
be made of the relation of prevailing 
laws or practices to the 
success of 


crime this bail matter is entitled to 
pretty serious consideration. 


America proceeds upon the basis, 


except in murder cases where strong 
evidence is available against the de- 
fendant, or admitting an accused per- 
son to bail pending his trial. 


Canada is much stricter. After the 


magistrate there examines the evi- 
dence, what we often call the prelim- 
inary hearing, and finds substantial ev- 
idence against the defendant he may re- 
fuse bail entirely if he believes that to 
permit it is dangerous to the interests 
of the state. It is often denied where 
the defendant is an ex-convict upon 
the theory that such a person is more 
likely to jump bail than present him- 
self for trial. 


A defendant in jail is the greatest 


known enemy of delay. A defendant 
out of jail craves nothing more than de- 
lay. 


Yet it would be hard, if not impos- 


sible, to alter the American system, 
and in principle at least it seems sound- 
est, that is, that until a conviction, bail 
should be granted. 


But after the conviction, what? 
We have states, California for in- 


stance, that have statutes providing 
that if a jury shall have convicted "a 
man, and unless the trial judge is will- 
ing to certify that close and doubtful 
questions are involved, no further bail 
shall be permitted. The man must go 
to jail while the appeal is pending. 


An excellent result is noticed from 


this practice. There is no delay in the 
appeal. There is no loss of time in pre- 
senting it to the appellate court. And, 
at the same time, trials appear to the 
public like serious things instead of 
mere open phases of the long drawn 
out and tedious battle to punish the 
guilty. 


As against the infiequent cases 


where an appellate couit may overturn 
a conviction, and therefore the injus- 
tice of a man improperly serving a 
short time, we have the most salutary 
public effect of immediate imprison- 
ment. 


The system that permits a man to 


walk out of a courtroom after a trial 
i 
is completed, after a jury has convicted 
him, after a trial judge even is willing 
to certify that there is neither doubt 
about his guilt nor the involvement 
of any serious question, presents a 
looseness in the administiation of jus- 
tice that does anything but invite re- 
spect for it. 


In romance juries may find innocent 


people guilty. In fact they do not, al- 
though they find a great many guilty 
people innocent. 


The California statute sets forth a 


sensible method and puts in the hands 
of the state a powerful weapon in the 
struggle against crime. It 
makes a 


trial a serious affair fraught with ser- 
ious consequences. 


And yet it merely \vipes out the pic- 


sumption of innocence as soon as 12 
jurors unanimously agree upon guilt.

title. Ironic, I call it. 


Until quite recently I received al- 


most daily anxious inquiries about 
the dangers of using aluminum ware 
for cooking and kitchen purposes. 
The folks were alarmed by a bit of 
shrewd antialuminum or antialum 
propaganda peddled by an obscure 
dentist who hv-ariably used the title 
Doctor and never divulged to the 
gullible folk the fact that he is not 
a physician but merely a dentist. 
That sort of honesty would not help 
us work much nor bring in the 
regular check from his sponsors, 
who seek to make a profit by scar- 
ng people about alum baking pow- 
der. So this shrewd dentist careful- 
y fallows what my correspondent 
calls "correct usage," and all his 
letterheads, 
circulars, 
pamphlets 


and books about the alleged risks 
of using aluminum ware bear the 
man's name In that way, and I re- 
gret to say It deceives a lot of peo- 
ple who consider themselves intelli- 
gent. 


Whenever I find an individual 


signing or designating himself "Dr. 
John Smith" in a professional or in 
an academic way, I Immediately sus- 
pect the fellow is a faker or an ig- 
noramus or both.

Then 
there is mention next of his assign- 
ment to committees. 


Lines three and four state that 


he presented at various times peti- 
tions and papers from citizens, indi- 
viduals, societies and associations of 
New Jersey. 


And line five records that he re- 


ported to the senate from the com' 
mittee on military affairs a bill for 
the relief of one Thomas Barrett. 


That's all. 
No remarks on the 


floor. No record of having raised 
his voice in debate. 


That quiet, shy, diminutive man 


will probably go down in history as 
one of the most complete political 
enigmas of his day. 


An Unanswered Question 


"TCad he lived, would be have an- 


swered the question of whether a 
man. who had been a member of the 
house of Morgan, an international- 
ly famous banker, and deeply rooted 
in Wall street itself could be elected 
president of the United States? 


Certainly there was a time when 


political 
observers 
believed 
that 


such a thing was utterly impossible 
But at the time of his death, Mor> 
row was being talked of as a possi- 
ble running mate of Hoover in 1932 
and as being desirable as the re- 
publican nominee for the presidency, 
four years later. 


The coming session of congress 


might have answered and cleared up 
many things about Morrow. He was 
expected to lift his self imposed si- 
lence in the senate—a silence that 
he chose to enable him to become 
firmly grounded in senate procedure 
first cf all.

already causing- enough concern to 
become perhaps a major question in 
the restoration of public confidence. 


There are some Republicans who 


say privately they wish the Demo- 
crats would assume 
responsibility 


for control of both houses of con- 
gress because as a majority par^v the 
Democrats would 
hold their lines 


tightly and would gain in addition a 
substantial number of regular Re- 
publicans. 
Thus possibly 
a two 


thirds vote at least would be avail- 
able for needed legislation of a non- 
partisan character. 


Balance of Power 


If the Democrats 
on the 
other 


hand operate as a minority party, 
their members too often side with 
the insurgent Republicans in make- 
shift majorities which give the radi- 
cals the balance of power. Also there 
are many Democrats 
who do not 


like to side with the regular Repub- 
licans when the latter sponsor legis- 
lation because they say it promptly 
leads to boastful statements from 
the Republican national 
headquar- 


ters on how the Hooverites are "sav- 
ing the county," all of which stirs 
the ire of the Democrats and results 
in outbursts from Democratic head- 
quarters. 


If. Mr. Hoover is to endeavor to 


pull the country out of the depres- 
sion and claim political credit for it 
contemporaneously, the Democrats 
are likely to give him only grudging 
aid. The practical folks at the exec 
utive end of Pennsylvania ave have 
about reached the conclusion that it 
would be better to share the honors 
with the Democrats and let the coun- 
try do its own deciding later on as to 
who deserves reward. Many an Im- 
portant piece of legislation,

fore, which the administration really

jective in every crisis. An illustraton 
of how naturally the process may de- 
velop is given in Monday's an- 
nouncement of the proposal by Sen- 
ator Bulkley of Ohio, Democrat, of a

Over Rights

Sometime along about the third 


or fourth year of a child's life he 
says, "No, I won't." Although It is 
to be expected it always comes with 
a sort of shock. Up to that time 
he obeyed without a sign of personal 
feeling. All of a sudden he rises on 
his hind legs and shouts, "No." 
It didn't happen suddenly. Noth- 


ing In a child's growth is sudden. 
It had been in preparation for a 
long time and its appearance was the 
result of a period of growth. The 
"no" means that the child Is ready 
to begin forming opinions, making 
judgments for himself. He is very 
hazy about it all but there Is a 
strange new feeling of power. His 
vocabulary la limited so he cannot 
put this feeling Into words. 
The 


best word he has for It is "No." 


Take ft standing up, and with 


smiling good 
humor. 
Tell him. 


"Very well. You needn't," and go 
your way. Proceed exactly as though 
he had said, "Certainly. With pleas- 
ure." 
Mora times than not he will 


set about doing as he was told with- 
out further ado. He may not. 
In 


that case. If it Is at all possible, 
let him go his way and take the 
consequences. Even make the con- 
sequences a bit inconvenient. 


"Come John Henry. Run to the 


corner and bring up the- rolls." 


"No. I don't have to." 
"All right." 
If John Henry goes for the rolls 


the matter is ended. If'he does not, 
you don't make him. Either go 
without of go for them. When you 
serve his breakfast omit the treat 
he usually gets. Serve plain break- 
fast without the extra. 


"Ma, can I have my chocolate?" 
"No. 
I don't have- to give you 


chocolate." And go your way with 
cheerful good humor. 


If he says "No," when he is in- 


vited to go for a ride or an ex- 
cursion, let him, If possible, stay at 
home and go without him. It is 
not always possible to handle him 
this way but get as near it as safe- 
ty permits. The 
chief 
point Is: 


Create no issues. Never say, "All 
right. If you don't do this I'll do 
the other thing." Immediately he 
has been challenged and that is fa- 
tal to the relationship between an 
adult and. a child. Thare must be 
no challenge to battle. The child 


must always lose and that Is bad for 
him, and for you. 


He must yield to necessity. Let 


him feel the necessity but not your 
personal authority, forcing him. Let 
him feel the consequences that ev- 
eryday life Imposes but let him feel 
too that it is Apart from you. There 
can be' no opposition between you. 
Opposition feeds the ugly side of 
our nature. Remove that, eliminate 
thai, Jf you can, and so avoid the 
growth of obstinacy, stubbornness, 
definance and rebellion. 
Parents and teachers must always 


bear a certain humility of spirit In 
dealing with children. 
The child 


must come first. 
His growth, his 


well being are our first thought. No 
personal challenge must 
ever be 


made. No personal antagonism ever 
engendered.

PYORRHEA MISCONCEPTIONS 


hat pyorrhea is caused by a germ: The 
many factors play a part in the produc- 


i tion of pyorrhea,' the principal factors 
are persistent mechanical irritants and 
lack of proper function of the teeth 
and faulty diet. Only after a lesion has 


been produced in this way do bacteria become a fac- 
tor. They are therefore -only secondary factors in 
the disease. 
For many years researches have been 


conducted to find a specific organism which, if in- 
jected into healthy gum tissue, would cause pyor- 
rhea. All attempts have been unsuccessful. The 
bacteria always present in every mouth of them- 
selves have no more power to produce disease in the 
healthy mouth than the bacteria in the palm of the 
hand. Only when a break occurs in the protecting 
epithelial tissue of the gums as a result of some per- 
sistent irritant or undermining influence such as 
poor nourishment can these bacteria do harm. Be- 
cause pyorrhea is not caused by a germ it is not con- 
tagious. 


That antiseptic mouthwashes can prevent or cure 
pyorrhea: The curative power of 'mouthwashes, 
which has been impressed on the public, has no 
basis. In the chronic case of pyorrhea, they are in- 
effective, neither checking nor curing the disease. 
Some of them no doubt are great germ killers, but 
germs are only secondary factors in the disease. The 
problem of maintaining or re-establishing health in 
the mouth is mechanical, not chemical or bacterial. 
The only function a mouthwash can have is the elim- 
ination, by vigorous rinsing of food particles and 
debrfs that have been loosened by the toothbrush. 
" Warm water or a weak salt solution will do this as 
effectively as any of the high priced concoctions on 
the market. 


That pyorrhea can not be cured: The problem in 


successful pyorrhea treatment is primarily the re- 
moval of all things that irritate gum tissue (such as 
tartar deposits and faulty dentistry) : the bringing 
about of an active blood exchange in the gums by 
means of a toothbrush, correctly used, and the res- 
toration of proper function by the dentist who is 
able to so adjust the chewing surfaces of the teeth 
that all will work in. harmony or balance. 
This 


balance is highly important to insure that the force 
on each tooth is directed along its long axis and not 
sidewise or laterally. Sidewise leverages and strains 
that are hardly, if ever, noticeable to the patient 
may be very destructive to the tissues about the 
teeth. In its early stages the disease is easily cured. 
When much of the bone tissue supporting the teeth 
has been destroyed, however, the cure becomes more 
difficult and questionable. The bone tissue that has 
been destroyed can never be again generated. The 
destruction of tissue, however, can be checked if 
much has not been destroyed.

Neeriah—The cost of government 


is closely approaching, if It has not 
already reached, a point beyond the 
country's capacity to pay, necessitat- 
ing sharp and immediate retrench- 
ment In all "public expenditures, Mor- 
ris Edwards, of Washington, D. C.,

Mr. Edwards is connected with the 
taxation division of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States. His 
subject was "Taxation." 
"The billion-dollar -deficit of the 


federal government, and the acute 
fiscal cries of a number of states 
and cities, can be attributed only 
partly to the business depression," 
Edwards said. "It has hastened, ag 
gravated and dramatized such con- 
ditions. It has served to interest in 
questions of taxation thousands of 
people to whom for years they were 
only " remote, 
academic 
subjects 


scarcely -worthy of notice. 


"But the depression did not pro- 


duce these conditions. They will not 
vanish into thin air even with a re- 
turn of business confidence.

New London — The three great 


characteristics o£ Thomas A. Edts- 
ori were described 
Monday at the 


noon day luncheon of Rotarians by 
the Rev. F. S. Dayton. These char- 
acteristics, Mr. Dayton said, were 
the man's utter disregard of difficul- 
ties, an uncommon tenacity of, pur- 
pose, and a. deep interest in giving 
something worthwhile to the world. 


Tho speaker touched 
first upon 


the early life of Mr. Bdison, in which 
lack of schooling 
was 
apparent. 


Where another would have been dis- 
couraged, the boy 
Edison never 


gave up. He recounted incidents de- 
scribing the small chemical labora- 
tory in the baggage 
coach on the 


train on which he worked^as a news- 
boy, and of the fire which resulted 
in the young man's discharge. Then 
followed the crude -work shop in a 
shed where night after night, after 
working hours \vere over, the youth 
continued his search for the cause, 
effect, and the hidden meaning of 
whatever problem arose in his active 
mind. Through these barren years, 
Mr. Dayton said, 
Mr. Edison was 


constantly encouraged by his moth- 
er. Edison's mother, 
asserted the 


speaker, was perhaps the* greatest 
influence in his life. This, he point- 
ed out, is true In most of the lives of 
great men. 
The repeated trail of experiments 


•which eventually 
brought to the 


world the perfected 
incandescent 


lamp was described 
by the Rev. 


Dayton. Here the speaker was re- 
minded of the first bulbs which were 
in use before 
the present electric 


light bulbs were as perfect as they 
are today. They were delicate little 
things," carried home gently and in- 
serted with great care. 


Lights Were Fragile 


Lighted they shed a. reddish glow, 


much better, of course than the oil 
lights which preceeded them, or gas 
light, but very fragile. 
"With ex- 


treme care they would burn for a 
month, but seldom for a longer pe- 
riod. 


"Edison might have become a. 


millionaire," he said, "had his mind 
been fixed upon the accumulation 
of wealth rather than on a more 
lofty horizon. "Wealth held for him 
no fascination. 
He experiemented, 


perfected and presented gift after 
gift to the world 
keeping 
only 


enough to start new experiments and 
perfect other ideas. He -worked un- 
ceasingly, living sparingly, unmo- 
lested b'y materialism, and his mind's 
eye continually turned to the im- 
mediate or future> needs of man- 
kind." 


J. J. Burns, head of the Edison 


"Wood Products company, 
"was to 


have spoken upon the personal side 
of Mr. Edison's life. He was called 
out of'the city, however, and his 
talk -was reserved for a, future date. 


Another talk on the life of Edison 


was given Sunday by the Rev. A. 
~W. Sneesby at the Congregational 
church. Rev. Sneesby called atten- 
tion to the joy which Mr. Edison 
found in work, and of his ability to 
get along1 with people. Mr. Edison 
found something of value In every 
situation in every acquaintance and 
emphasized the manner in which 
he always completed whatever he 
began. 
He concluded his talk by 


calling- the late Mr. Edison a poet 
and an artist working with mater- 
ials which were not words or col- 
ors, but creating works of art never- 
theless.

vive. Edison in his later years re- 
ferred 
to these 
days 
with an 


amused chuckle, but never filled in 
the picture. Dan Spillman, telegraph 
operator who worked with him then, 
wrote a few years ago: "Tom was 
just like all the rest of us then— 
drifting from one job to another and 
seeming to enjoy himself. He was 
always fussing over something and 
wo used to josh him about it. He 
used to sleep a lot with his clothes 
on and never seemed to care wheth- 
er he had any money or not. I re- 
member that he could always make 
an instrument 'work, when nobody 
el&e could. He was a good opera- 
tor, but didn't seem to have 
his 


mind on it. I don't think any of us 
ever thought he would amount to 
much—but we all liked him. I never 
saw him get mad and he was the 
most patient man I ever saw."

who never got mad drifted into Bos- 
ton and got a job as an operator 
with the Western Union Telegraph 
Co.

caught his eye, and ticking off elec- 
tion returns, he pondered that thcie 
must be some -way of simplifying 
the counting of votes.

throughout the northern half of the 
country and jointing in the south. 
Something of an offset was an ex- 
pected curtailment of yield as com- 
pared with last year owing to reduc- 
tion of acreage. 
Notice, however, 


was taken of the fact that Argen- 
tine competition was getting nearer, 
and that Argentine January offer- 
ings wer erelatively much cheaper 
than United States wheat. 


Rallies in wheat prices were pro- 


moted later by reports of excessively 
high temperatures in parts of Argen 
tina and by assertions in some quar- 
ters that 1931 -world production of 
bread grains was sharply below that 
of 1930. Estimates from IS coun- 
tries were cited indicating a 1931 rye 
crop of 151,000,000 bushels under 
last year. Combining 1931 estimates 
of wheat and rye 
output, 
bread 


grain production in 1931 was figured 
at more than 350,000,000 bushels un- 
der 1930. Corn and oats rallies were 
influenced by rainy weather.

The total funded or fixed debt at 


the end of 1930 was $801,500.

indebtedness was $17 40 per capita, 
whereas in 1929 it was $14.20. 


Total revenue 
receipts in 1930 


were $2,221,015, or $56 37 per capi- 
ta.
